HROUGH millions of years, ™ace

ceeded each other, each race be-
tng of & higher type structurally than its
immediate predecessor. It follows that
man himse!f will have a successor in &
still higher type of being. This may come
about at any moment by some natural
convulsion induced by an astronomio dis-
turbance or other natural phenomencg,
such as has undoubtedly many ‘tlmon
caused great changes on the earth’s sur-
face.

In each prior disturbance, such as that
tinduoed by the (ncreased welght of
fce caps causing the earth to tiit over
and assume A new position in respeoct to
the sun, & few genera of animals have in-
variably escaped and survived to special-
ize In new functions m'meel the naw
conditions of environment,

The next colossal eonvulsion is not far
off, and it will most probably ocour
through the abnormal Increase of ice
forming in the Antarctic regions. When
that happens, birds will be beat fitted to
eseapo. Enough of them in various parts
of the world will undoubtedly survive to
found the new and higher race.

The bird braln to-day has already
ample cerebrum. Its descendants in the
new era will have first to speclalige in
convolutions of the brain, each new con-
volution increasing this Intelligence.
They will have to cultivate next for a
long périod brain cells, with which
thought is produced and stored In the
form which we call memory.

This development is not only possible;
it is Indeed the way Iln which nature has
always worked her will In the world.
That It would take ages to accomplish
means nothing. The life of the whele
human race from the time It emerged
as ape man until to<day is only an lnstant
in geologleal time. Forms perish, nature
endures,

Humanity's vision of the angels, a
higher form of life as winged belngs, is,
I belleve, his clalrvoyant perception of
his own doom and the race that will fol-
low him. All his {deas of future life take
the form of wings. The vislon Is simply
the farseeing of humanity that confuses
with ftself the actuml creature that wiil
follow it. Angels, winged thinga, will
rule the future world, but they will not
be transformod humanity. They will be
tntellectual birds!

In material thinge of today, the bird-
man is another expression of the same
thing.

The hoactzin of British-Gulana s an-
other striking Instanoce.

They have
well developed claws on the thumb and
finger, by which they hook on to lmbe
or other objects, If taken by the legs
they hang on to something with blll and
wings. If their nest falla down they
cling to the branches with bill, wings
and feet. Later they take to true flight.

The ostrich speciaiized in running,
and on loeal American pacing tracks has
about egualled the trotting horse by
hauling & sulky and man &t the mnear
record speed of 2:10. He spparently has
never attempted flight, whatever his an-
cestors did.

The coming supar-race will necessarily
approximate the same thing in & more
compact form, In a single individual
Great powers of flight and long endur-
ance in air, while the earth below is un-
dergoing its tremendous convulsions, will
be essential for survival. The birds which
can fily the higheat above the polsonous
gases unloosed, and encircle the globe #f
necessary, In the search for surviving
food, will have the best chance to wultl-
mately escape and found this new race,
Unlese man can do the same thing with
an aerial machine, he will perish just as
the beasts and belngs that walk or crawl,

But he cannot possibly by Invention
hope ever Lo sceomplish survival, evem
in lsolated instances, during the per-
sistance of & world convulsion, although
many may escape results of minor dis
turbances. Fuel for his mechanlsm would
be impoasible to secure. His own strue- -
ture is unfitted for indefinite endurance
in pir, The bird alone is bardened to
serial Indefinite endurance and hence s
the only earthly being avallable with
which to found the superrace.

What birds would be best equipped to
survive a world convulsion? It requires
only a layman’'s knowledge to answer
that. From the standpolnt of sclence, we
know that only earnivorous animals have
been dominant in each age of the world,
and that each highest type that has
arieen after each convulsion has bheen a
carnivore. We know that of existing
types the hirds of prey, such as condors,
vultures and eagles, also storks, adju-
tants and pelicans, have the powers of

The next clasa of birds that have the
longest endurance in alr, far greater than
of the birds of prey, are the sea birds,
especially the man-of-war bird, albatross,
petrels, some gulls, ete, Of these, the al-
batrose travels immense distances with-
out moving the wings, by hls wonderful
power of soaring, If the convulsion were
moerely & water affalr, such as tha flood,
they would not kmow it existed, so much
are they at home on water, in alr above
the water, and even in the water Itself up
to certaln depths when diving for food.
None of these birds, however, are so wall
squipped with cerebrum in braln case as
eertain land types, which also have great
endurance In flight, such as the pigeon
tribe. Their botter brain alone, however,
would save many of them, since even If
they were humnted by the ecarnivorous
birds, they could esoape becausa of su-
perior Intelligence.

The super-bird of the next geologleal
era, then, will be first a carnivore, He
will be subject to no destroying pto-
maines nor any of the diseases which
esuse mortality of man and other mam-
aals, He will be at home at all altl-
tudes. His flight will not be iimited by
mere globe girdling nor necessities of
long endurance in alr. As today, the
birds of prey will have dominion on
